GOVERNMENT POLICY ON 
PALESTINE 


[By our Parliamentary Correspondent} 


An unsuccessful attempt to draw the Prime 
Minister into a statement on Government policy 
was made immediately the House of Commons re- 
assembled on Tuesday, when Squadron-Leader P. 
W. Donner (Can,, Basingstoke) repeated the ques- 
tion he had put on August 21 asking the Prime 
Minister “ whether in view of our responsibilities 
towards Arabs, Jews, and Christians in the Holy 
Land he would now state the policy of H.M. Gov- 
ernment towards the White Paper.” 

Mr. Attlee: I have no statement to make at 
present, but I hope to make one at an early date. 

S/Leader Donner: In view of the very great 
danger of further delay and unsettlement, would 
the Prime Minister make it at a very carly date? 

Mr. Attlee: I will make it as eatly as possible. 


Winterton Again 


Earl Winterton (Con., Horsham): Could I ask 
the rt: hon, gentleman whether. if there is to be 
any departure from the White Paper policy, there 
will be an opportunity for discussion in this House 
before that departure is put into operation? . 

Mr. Attlee: A statement will be made in the 
House and that statement will obviously be debated 
before action is taken, therefore that contingency 
will not arise. 


DR. WEIZMANN AT THE HOUSE 


150 M.P.s At Meeting 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who had pressed upon 
Mr. Ernest Bevin at a recent interview the demands 
made by the World Zionist Conference for the 
initial entering of one hundred thousand Jews to 
Palestine, addressed the meeting attended by about 
150 Labour M.P.s at the House of Commons on 
Tuesday. The Chafrman was Mr. D. R. Grenfell 
(Gower), one of the convenors of the meeting, 
together with Mrs. Barbara Ayrion-Gould (N. Hen- 
don), Miss Alice Bacon (N.E. Leeds), and Mr. 
Barnett Janner (W. Leicester). 

Dr. Weizmann prestnied the case forthe Jewish 
National Hlome and answered a large number of 
guestions. .He was very well received. There was 
a cheerful atmosphere about the mecting, which was 
private. One who was present said in conversation 
afterwards that the general tone was: “Go on with 
the policy af sending more people into Palestine as 
quickly as possible to relieve the position of dis- 

laced persons and ‘victims of persecution in 
stirope.. The policy must be to admit immigrants 
to the limit of the economic absorptive capacity. 
This capacity should be tested. _We-.do not .know 
at present what it is although three to five millions 
is the general estimate of the population Palestine 
can carry with the introduction ‘of modern ideas 
of power, prodyction, afforestation, and so forth.”

DEPUTIES’ RESOLUTION ON 
PALESTINE 


Deputation to Premier ? 


A very largely attended special meeting of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, which was held 
on Sunday afternoon, at Woburn House, under the 
Chairmanship of the President, Professor S. 
Brodetsky, passed the following resolution: 

“ Deeply distressed by the situation of the Jewish sur- 
vivors of Nazi barbarity in Europe. and particularly of 
those who are still in the camps in Germany. and not able 
or willing to return to their former countrics, and who in 
the great majority of cases sce only in Palestine the Pposs- 
bility of rehabilitation and scttlement 

“The Board of Deputics of British Jews, as the reore- 
sentative body of British Jewry and therefore in special 
relationship to the Mandatory Power and fully aware of 
those aspects of the problem which are connected with 
the British position in the Middle East. urecotly appeals 
to H.M. Government to make it possible for the remnant 
of European Jewry who so wish to setile in Palestine. 
is only in Palestine, where the Jewish community offers 
them a warm welcome and has plans ready for their 
absorption and rehabilitation, that the Jewish survivors can 
rebuild their lives and join with theic {cllow-Jews ia making 
thee contobution as Jews to the reconstruction and pro- 
gress envisaged in the new world orda 

“To enable this settlement in Palestine to take place, 
the Board, in pursuance of its Statement of Policy adopted 
in Novembcr, 1944, orecs that the White Paper of 1939. 
which has put an end to Jewish immigration to Palestine. 
and which, by its restrictions of acquisition of land repre- 
semts racial discrimination against Jews, should be im- 
mediatcly abrogated and .that, as a ficst step to mect the 
most urecnt needs, permission be eiven immediately and 
facilities be provided for 100.000 of the Jews who have sur- 
vived to enter Palestinc.’’ 

In moving the resolution, Professor Brodetsky 
first referred to the proclaiming by the Chief Rabbi 
of the previous day (Shabbat) as a day of Jewish 
Solidarity with the remnants of European Jewry. 

He did not think it necessary for him to remind 
them, he continued, that the British Government's 
action in regard to Palestine policy had for a very 
long time been subject to very severe criticism 
on the part, not only of Jews, but also. of others 
who felt that the Government was not carfying out 
its obligations in accordance with the Mandate. 
To-day, after racial. legislation had been officially 
removed from all parts of Europe, Palestine scemed 
to be the only land in which racial legislation 
against Jews still remained. 


. “ Waiting for the War to End” 


They had been tole from time to tume that during 
the war there could not be any fundamental change 
im policy, and the Coalition Government under Mr. 
Churchill had made it clear to them, through the 
Prime Minister, that they were waiting for the war 
to be over, when the Palestine policy would be 
settled in a satisfactory manner. In fact, only a 
few months before the German war was over they 
had had very definite assurances that that would be 
the case. The German war was over. Very shortly 


afterwards the Japanese war had ended. Bui 
nothing ‘was done. 
A new Government had been elected. which 


represented a party that for 25 years had declared 
itself as being wholeheartedly in support of the 
policy of building up a Jewish National Home in 
Palestine and which in the last few years, during 
the war, had declared its method of carrying out 
this policy to be the setiing up of a. Jewish Static 
and dealing with immigration, etc., In a mannet 
which would have been satisfactory from the Jewish 
point of view. This new Govcrament was now in 
power. Yet the White Paper was still in force 
Racial legislation against Jews was felt in Palestine. 
by any Jew who wished to travel for any consfder- 
able distance across the country. 

But the most important thing: of all, from the 
practical point of view of the disaster of -Europe, 
was the question of immigration, and the reason 
why they had gathered together that day was in 
order to deal with this question, : ; 

Even supposing there had been no special situation 
in regard to the Jews in Europe, and that ihe 
war had been fought in a manner which had 
nothing whatever to do with racial persecution and 
the extermination of the Jews, when the question 
arose of the making of the peace, he thought they 
would have been absolutely justified in making 
their claim that the settling of the future of the 
world implied. also the settling of the problem of 
Palestine in accordance with the obligations under- 
taken by H.M. Government. 

He personally, as a Zionist, refused to accept the 
view that the problem of Palestine was in any way 
dependent upon the existence of the Nazis er the 
persecution started by Hitler and Himmler, But 
the positon was far more disastrous than it would 
have been if the anti-cacial policy against the-Jews 
had not been introduced and carried ou!

Tens of thousands of Jews were called “ displaced 
persons,” and the term had become so fechnical 
that one didn’t even pay them the compliment o

Where were the displaced Jews to 20? he asked, 
and he replied by reading the resolution whith had 
been carried unanimously at the Belsen Confer- 
ence with the drawing up of which, he said. he had 
had nothing to do, affirming the might of immugra- 
tion into Palestine, sealed with the blood of 
millions, and demanding its immediate realisation 

There was only one hope for them, and that was 
Palestine. He had not heard ary practical sug- 
gestions as to where else they could go. He was 
not worried about the problem as to where else, 
because there was nowhere else. It did not exist. 

They should not make the mistake of thinking 
that Jews were forced by their situation always to 
do nothing and always to accept what people 
imposed upon them, There was a limit to what 
could be imposed upon any population, even the 
Jewish population, which had no State and no 
means of representing itself in the councils of the 
world. Justice for the Jewish people was just as 
essential a part of the peace as justice for any 
other people in the world, 


Professor Brodeisky stated that they had written

r. F. M. Landau moved an amendment “ that 
the Board of Deputies expresses its grave concern 
at the reports which had appeared in the news- 
papers of a policy to be pursued by H.M. Govern- 
ment which would destroy the hopes of Jews 
cenired upon Palestine as their national home, and 
asks the Government to annu! the White Paper of 
1939, to grant immediately 100,000 certificates for 
displaced Jews upon the Continent, and to govern 
Palestine consistent with Great Britain's obligations 
as a Mandatory Power.” 

Colonel Lours H. Glucksicin said that Professor 
Brodetsky’s powerful and moving speech must have 
affected everybody in that hall. He had come there 
to say that so far as he was concerned. and having 
regard particularly to the first three lines of the 
resolution, he did not propose té. divide against it. 
He had come there because he thought it rieht that 
the Deputies should show solidarity with regard 
to the people who were at present in the camps 
in Germany, 


“ Alibi” for United Nations * 


But he deplored the fact that they had jumbled 
together in the resolution two very distinct things. 
They all agreed that something must be. done at 
once for the people who were in the camps, and 
it was their duty as a Board to appeal to the 
Governmem to put the present state of affairs 
right. But what the resolution was doing was to 
provide an alibi for the United Nations to say that 
the Jews could not go anywhere clse but to 
Palestine, because they Tad said it themselves. 

Councilor A Moss, J.P., urged that the Board 
should apply itself with the greatest possible dignity 
to the resolution. Col. Gluckstein had said that 
they ought not to indicate that Palestine was the 
only place where these people could go. But where 
else could they go?

New Elections Forecast 

A proposal to appoint an interim commission 
of three Arabs and three Jews pending new elections 
to the Jerusalem Municipality is to be submitted 
shortly to Jewish and Arab for considera- 
tion, it was reported in Jerusalem last week, says 
a news agency message. 

An indication that the present rule a British 
commission, headed by the former - 
General, Mr. George Henry Webster, of the Jeru- 
salem Municipality, might soon come to an end was 
iven recently at the Colonial Office in London to 

r. Daniel Auster, former Deputy Mayor of 
Jerusalem. Mr. Auster was informed t the 
present arrangements for the Municipality were 
merely temporary. A report by the ief Justice 
on the problem of the Jerusalem Municipality was 


now under consideration by the Palestine Govern- 
ment. 


RUMOURS OF RESIGNATIONS 


Usually well-informed circles in Jerusalem (re- 
ports the J.T.A.) say that a decision on Palestine 
as already been reached by the British Govern- 
ment and that it will probably be announced on 
October 16. 

Following the announcement, it is added, Dr. 
Weizmann and the Jewish Agency are expected to 
resign and an Sp ge committee composed of 
representatives of all partics will be set up. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion and Dr. Emil Shmorak 
are to return shortly from London. Upon their 
arrival the Zionist ral Council will meet to 
decide on the line of action to be taken. 


200 BREAK OUT OF ATHLIT 


Two hundred Jewish “ illegal” immigrants, it 
was reported on Wednesday, broke out of the 
Athitt transit camp, where they were held, and 
escaped into the Carmel hills. A Hungarian gir! 
refugee is stated to have been accidentally killed 
and a British policeman was killed in-an ambush.

ARAB REACTIONS ON PALESTINE 


The European and Arab press in Cairo has been 
iving front-page prominence to discussions on the 
ate of Palestine. The submission of the question 

to the United Nations Council is considered as 
sound in Arab circles in London (according to an 
Arab News Agency message from London to 
Cairo), since the Arab States, which are members 
of the United Nations, will have an opportunity 
to state their case. It also gives the British Govern- 
ment the possibility of avoiding the fulfilment of 
promises already given to the Jews, says 
message. 

The European ary in Egypt gave prominence 
to two articles which appeared in THe Times in 
London, by a special correspondent, advocating 
partition. 

It is reported from Damascus that Moslem 
religious leaders, mecting there, have produced a 
memorandum which suggests that the setiing up of 
a Jewish State in a partitioned Palestine, with the 
admittance of Jewish refugees from Europe, will 
lead to a “ holy war.” 

Opposition has also been expressed to Zionist 
claims by an organisation called the “ Congregation 
of Moslem Brothers,” in Cairo, which claims to 
have half-a-million members. 

Tewfik Saleh Hussceini, acting Chairman of the 
Palestine Arab Party, has cabled the Arab Office 
in London reiterating “ basic Arab demands ™ for 
Palestine. which may be summed up in the refusal 
of all Jewish appeals and the setting up of “ an 
independent National Governmen:.” 


Azzam Bey, the Secretary-General of the Arab | 


League, has not ‘only expressed “ Arab refusal " 
to accept President Trasten"s request for, Jewish 
immigration, but has demanded the evacuation of 
all British, French, and American troops from the 
Middlé East. The Arabs, he ts reported to have 
declared. would not allow foreign troops to man 
strategic bases in that area. «

Whitewashing Communiqué ? 


i shall noi go nto the question of whether the 
G.O.C.’s communiqué is whitewash for someone 
who lost his head and ordered the troops to fire on 
and seriously wound unarmed people. Perhaps the 
Palestine Government may see its way clear to order- 
ing an official inquiry into the actions of these British- 
commanded Arab troops, or possibly the War Office, 
jealous of the good name of the forces under its 
acgis, may nk fit to inquire into their apparently 
unbecoming conduct.

Indeed, one geins the impression that the Arab 
members of the Transjordan Frontier Force and the 
Arab Legion appear to think that by their presence 
on duty in Palestine they are intended to fight the 
Jews, which impression if encouraged, can only lead 
to disastrous consequences, 

But it is ironical to reflect that these Arabs, towards 
whose maintenance as troopers the Palestine Govern- 
ment make substantial annual grants, to which the 
Jewish taxpayers contribute, should have spent six 
years of bitter world warfare in tranquil seclusion 
away from the front line, while tens of thousands of 
Jewish men and women of Palestine actively served 
on. Britain’s oversea battlefields, earning mentions, 
some glowing, some tragic, upon the roll of honour. 

And to such triumphs as these Arabs have gained 
in the past six years—albeit the purcly negative 
triumphs of failing to stab Britain in the back when 
its need was desperate in the early days of the war— 
will now be added Saturday afternoon’s victory over 
unarmed settlers and the new type of service in 
Jew-chasing for which, it is assumed, campaign 
medals will be struck.

ANOTHER INCIDENT 
Arab Soldiers Hold Up Hiking Couple 


Another incident involving the Transjordan 
Frontier Force was reported in the Hebrew press 
on Monday (our Jerusalem correspondent cabled 
later). A young married couple from Tel-Aviv, who 
were hiking near the north-eastern settlement of 
Dan Daphne on Thursday of last week, were in the 
vicinity of the Tel el Kadi springs, which are the 
head-waters of the Jordan River, when outside the 
Kvutzat Dan fishpond they were accosted by an 
— Arab trooper, who demanded their identity 
cards. . 

After he had examined the cards he ordered the 
couple to return with him to his post to see the 
British officer. They went to the post, but found 
no officer, but only two Arabs in civilian attire and 
another two armed soldiers. The Arabs ordered 
the hikers to walk along the track leading to Syria. 
But the soldiers’ behaviour aroused the couple's 


suspicions and they refused 


One soldier then assaulted the husband with the 
buit of his rifle, and a second began searching the 
woman, despite her struggles. Then they demanded 
the payment of £9. Having no alternative, the 


husband handed over the money and they were - 


allowed to go 

They told the police at Halsa station, and officers 
came to investigate Fifteen soldiers were paraded 
before the couple, who identified three of the 
culprits, The latter admitted searching and beating 
the couple, but:denied taking any money. So the 
couple returned to Tel-Aviv without funds.

Jewish Workers’ Protest 


Big protest meetings were organised earlier by 
Jewish workers in Haifa and Jerusalem. “We 
appeal to the British Labour Party,” says a resoiu- 
tion adopted at these meetings, “to prevent the 
desperate struggle into which we are being pushed, 
to prevent the mortal blow aimed at us which 
would stain the honour of the Labour Government 
and the Labour Party. We appeal to the Iinter- 
national Trade Union Conference in Parts to assist 
us in Our just struggle.”’

YOUTH DEMON STRATION 
Delegation to Prime Minister 


A great demonstration of Jewish youth—perhaps 
the largest ever held in this country—overcrowding 
the Caxton Hall last week, passed a resolution, with 
acclamation, expressing concern at the reports that 
the Government intended to continue the policy of 
the White Paper of 1939; declaring that the youth 
of this country would be dismayed by such a 
decision, which, if true, would undermine their faith 
and hope in a better international and social order ; 
and calling upon the Government to dispel the 
rumours . “that they stand by their 
jong-adopied policy of the reconstruction of 


Palestine as the Jewish Commonwealth in accord | 


with the centuries-old national and spiritual yearn- 
ings of the Jewish people, and grant without delay 
the Jewish Agency's request for 100,000 certificates 
for the immediate rescue of European Jewry.” 

A delegation, consisting of two representatives 
each of Habonim, Torah Va'Avodah, the Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth, Bachad, Bnei Akivah, Hecha- 
lutz, Hashomer Hatzair, and the University of 
London Zionist Council, is to wait on the Prime 
Minister. It was @nnounced that similar demon- 
strations were being held simukaneously in Glas- 
gow, Leeds, Manchester, and Liverpool. 

Mr. M. Margulies was in the chair and said that 
mecting had been called by the Zionist Youth 
ncil to acquaint Jewish youth with the serious- 

ness of the situation confronting the Jews. They 
had met to raise the voice of Jewish youth against 
the horrors still being perpetrated against their 
people in Europe. They did not acquiesce in the 
closing of the gates of Palestine. To-day not only 
- must the gates of Palestine be opened; “ we must 
open them and go there ourselves,” he declared. 
“We shall go to Palestine whatever any Govern- 
ment says. We shall go there more easily without 
the White Paper, but we shall still go, with the 
White Paper.’ 


The White Paper an Outrage 


The chief speaker was Mr. Moshe Shertok, who 
said they met in.a spirit of unity and stubborn 
fesisiance. The Jewish people to-day stood united 
as « had seldom stood before. “ The White Paper 
must go,” he declared, “the White paper is an 
insult, an outrage to the Jewish people, to the 
sense of justice, to the pride, to the instinct of self- 
preservation of the Jews.” 

The tasks of the British Government were not 
-easy. But it would not solve any problem, it would 
not reduce any difficulty merely to. shirk them. 
There was a new proposal to refer the whole issue 
w the United Nations. On the face of it that 
was eminently reasonabic. But referring it to the 
United Nations meant referring # to a vacuum. 
The organisation had not yet been set up, and 
nobody knew when it would be established. And 
even if there were a Council functioning to whom 
the matter could be referred, it would, be for the 
responsible Government to put forward a pro- 
posal and then the International Council could deal 
with i. 

They had not yet lost the battle. They had a 
‘gourt of appeal which was spread all over the 
gountry. It consisted of every local branch of the 
Labour Party, every trade union, evéry co-opera- 
tive society. It rested in every. M.P. 

Jews were in Palestine, which they had built up, 
and they would stay, but others had to come in, 
and they were prepared to do so in the teeth of 
Arab opposition: with a calm spirit and clear 
conscience, not only because the country was theirs, 
but because they knew there was not, fundamentally 
speaking, any conflict of basic interests. They 
hoped that the worst would not happen, that the 
appeal to the Government direct, and to the rank 
and file of the Labour Party if necessary, would 
not fall on deaf cars. But if it did, they would 
have tO resist, never losing their balance, always 
maimaining discipline and responsibility, but bemg 
prepared to fight it out with all the means they 
would consider available. 

Mr. Shalom Markovitch, one of the relief 
workers in Europe, on leave in England, gave an 
eye-witness account of the conditions in the camps. 

Mr. Alex Rubner said that. they demanded 
Palestine and Aliyah, not only: because of refugees 
in Europe, but for all Jews. 


AMERICAN PROTESTS 


A National Emergency Zionist Conference was 
held in Washington last week, in which 500 leaders 
of Jewish communities, coming from hundreds of 
cities in forty States, took part. The Conference 
strongly denounced the present policy of the British 
Government regarding Palestine. _ 

In. the evening, a mass meeting attended by 
several thousand people was addressed by Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver, co-Chairman of the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, Dr. Israel Goldstein, President 
of the Zionist Organisation of America, and other 
Zionist leaders. 

During the day the delegates visited their Con- 
gressmen and Senators, urging them to support the 
Zionist demands. 

Mr. Phillip Murray, President of the 
of Industrial Organisations, in a cable from 
York to Mr. Attlee says that “American Labour, 
which, with British Labour, repeatedly endorsed 
the Jewish aspirations in Palestine, cannot believe 
that the solemn pledges to the Jewish people will 
now be forgotten.” 

The American Jewish Conference has addressed 
an appeal to President Truman asking him to secure 
a definite solution of the Palestine problem guaran- 
teeing the Jewish historic right to build Palestine 
as ihe Jewish National Home. The Conference 
has also sent a cable to Mr Attlee, urging him to 
act favourably on President Truman's 

Over one usand Rabbis, ewe Boe Army 
Chaplains, in all parts of the United States, have 
signed an appeal to the “conscience of Great 
Britain,” requesting the immediate opening of the 
gates of Palestine to Jewish immigration. The 
appeal has been issued jointly by members of the 
Orihodox, Reform, and Conservative Rabbinates.

DELIBERATE TROUBLE-MAKING 
ALLEGED 


Hebrew Committee's Letter to Lord 
Halifax 

The Hebrew Committee of National Liberation in 
Washington, addressed a letter to Lord Halifax. 
British Ambassador to the United States, in the 
course of which they said : 

We have received alarming reports from Palestine 
that a ee of incitement has begun similar to 
those which preceded the bloody disturbances of 
1929 and 1936. According to these advices, there 
is @ firm belief among aii sections of the population 
that this campaign, like the previous ones, is being 
instigated by agents provocateurs. Particularly among 
the handful of Arab extremists, adherents of the 
fugitive ex-Mufti, the feeling prevails that attacks on 
Hebrews will have official sanction. It is a matter of 
record that during the earlier uprisings, Arab terror- 
ists committed their excesses shouting Adowla ma‘ana! 
(The Government is with us!) 

That this feeling is not without basis is evidenced 
by those manifestations of the familiar pattern which 
are reachine the United States. Already semi- 
official statements have appeared in the American 
— predicting bloody outbursts in the Holy Land. 

is theme is drumméd in the British press, and cabled 
to the United States by correspondents abroad. Then, 
with publicity never ordinarily attendant on military 
movements, large numbers of British troops are 
moved into Palestine, including tank corps an 
rome units. Again, still following the pattern, 

ebrew policemen and supernumeraries are dis- 
banded. Hebrew self-defence forces are summarily 
disarmed and dispersed ; those elements among them 
which “might be effective in stopping the attacks—as 
they did in 1938-39—are seized and thrust, without 
trial, into prisons and concentration camps, cither 
in Palestine or in the Sudan. Restrictive regulations 
are imposed gn all phases of norma! activity, adding 
to the genera? symptoms of unrest. The only word 
permitted to seep through the censorship is the loud 
threat of holy war attributed to unnamed Arabs and 
to British-sponsored leaders of the Arab League: 


“ Bloody Massacre Forecast 


This is where the situation stands to-day. If it 
is permitted to pursue its course, it must inevitably 
lead into bloody massacre which British troops will 
seemingly be unable to check. 

The desired result is obviously to demonstrate to 
the world that any attempt to resettle in Palestine the 
Hebrews now languishing in German concentration 
camps, as requested by President Truman, 1s im- 
possible of achievement and can lead only to blood- 
shed. 

We Palestinians know that Hebrew blood in Pales- 
tine is no dearer than Hebrew. blood in Europe. 
Having lost millions of our people in Europe, the 
prospect of some additional casualties in Palestine 
would not lessen our determination to bring our 
compatriots into our country, out of the Nazi hell 
from which they, alone of all peoples in the world, 
have not yet been liberated. The surviving Hebrews 
of Europe, veterans of every hardship, will not 
willingly and without a’bitter fight, give up the one 
ideal that has sustained them throughout their 
ordeal. | 

But we Palestinians know that there is no basic 
conflict of interest between the Arabs .and the 
Hebrews of Palestine. 

The Arabs in Palestine, themselves for the most 
part recent immigrants from the poorer neighbouring 
States. know that the advent of Hebrews into Pales- 
tine has meant an elevated living standard and in- 
creasing economic opportunities for them. They 
know it means improved conditions of life and health, 
conditions that brought an influx of twice as many 
more Arabs as there ever were in Palestine 

Arab Voluntary Immigrants 

These Arabs voluntarily. left wholly Arab States 
to come and settle in what they regarded as Hebrew 
national territory. 

They came, these Moslems, to settle, not in the 
impoverished villages of their coreligionisis, but 


in close proximity to the Hebrew colonies. They 


live better alongside them than they could without 
them. They want to live side by side with them 
perfect amity, not to fight them. They wou'd muc 


rather live as 2ood neighbours to the Hebrews than . 


as chattels of their feudal Arab lords. 

In 1936 the handful of imported Arab marauders 
had to kill more Arabs Hebrews in Palestine 
to maintain the fiction of Arab-Hebrew animosity. 
Again, in 1945, it will be not Hebrew lives alone that 
are sacrificed to political machinations. but Arab 
lives as well. 

We hope that it is without the knowledge of His 
Majesty’s present Government that this situation has 
been permitted to develop and that the responsibility 
lies exclusively with minor officials ‘n the Middle 
East, appointed by previous Governments, _whose 
hostility to Hebrew aspirations in Palestine is con- 
stantly manifested. 3 

The Hebrew Committee of Nationa! Liberation 
therefore urges your Government to undertake 
immediate action to halt the impending outbursts 0! 
violence. The responsibility for the loss of innocent 
lives—Hebrew, Arab, and British alike—will redound. 
not to the minor officials in Palestine, but to His 
Maiesty’s Government as a whole, and will injure 
the interests of the gallan’ British people who are 
completely unaware of these facts | 

The letter concludes with the suggestion of ' certain 
elementary steps which we believe will be adequate 
to insure the maintenance of peace and order in 
Palestine and the near-by States. 


YISHUY AND DIASPORA 


Interchange of Youth Visits 
Suggested 


The founding of scholarships for boys and girls 
to go out to Palestine for a certain period and the 
interchange of visits between Palestinian youth and 
those of the eee were strongly urged by Mr. 
Jusuce Gad Frumkin, C.B.E., when he spoke at the 
Anglio-Palestinian Club recently. 

Mr. Barnett Janner was in the chair. 

— Frumkin devoted his address to a presenta- 
tion of some of the problems facing them in relation 
to their youth, in Palestine and im the Diaspora. 

After sribing the joyful, organised celebration 
of the various Festivals by Jewish youth in Palestine, 
he added that all was not always so bright. Unfor- 
tunately, party strife began carly among the youth, 
and there were problems of non-organised youth 
who were not sponsored by any parties and who 
were just left to themsclves. 

It was a fact, he said, that they had even in 
Palestine thousands of young illitcrate people who 
did not know how to read and write. But on the 
whole the young generations grew up rooted in its 
soil, inspired by the past, sure of a future, and 
willing to make sacrifices, of which the best proof 
was that 30,000 young men and women had volun- 
teered for the Forces. In addition to fighting the 
enemy, they were now, so far as they were allowed, 
rendering service to those parts of Jewry who so 
much needed and waited for help 

As to the position of their youth in the Diaspora, 
he first dealt with the refugee children m the 
liberated countries—children who were liberated but 
not yet free. They knew that the situation was very 
bad, that children were contracting illnesses from 

k of care. But what he was trying to bring 
home to them was their spiritual distress. Thousands 
and thousands of children in France, Holland, Bel- 
gium, and in many other countries, and in England 
were brought up under Christian control, and the 
question arose of how many of those who survived 
bodily would also survive as Jews. 


Lack of Jewish Education in the West 


With regard to America, he had followed with 
interest a serics of articles published a few months 
ago by a Jewish educationist in the United States, 
whose conclusions were that only one-third of Jewish 
children in America got some sort of Jewish educa- 
tion. Two-thirds were being brought up. without 
knowledg® of Judaism, religious or national. 

n Great Britain, from what he had learned, it 
seemed fair to assume that 30 or 40 per cent was 
the figure of Jewish children who were being brought 
up without some sort of knowledge of Jewish 
traditions or Jewish national aims. He paid a tribute, 
however, to the Jewish youth movements and clubs 

re. 

Mr. Frumkin then dealt with the type of aid that 


. he suggested Palestine could give to the. Diaspora, 


apart from what the Zionist Movenient was doing. 
The B'nai B'rith, for mstance, of which he was 
Grand President in Palestine, had developed two

the Jewish children in the liberated countries the 
idea was that Palestine, m co-operation with the 
communities in the free countries, should cstabinh 
transitory and temporary Jewish homes in an 
country where there was any number of Jew 
children, that they should be brought as Jews 
and citizens of the countries in which t found 

mscives, until such time as cither their parents 
claimed them or they could be brought to Palestine. 
In co-operation, Palestine would supply the man- 

wer and the books, and America and Great 

ritain such additional funds as were 

With regard to the happier childen, those who 
were being brought up im free countries as free 
citizens, it should become the fashion for parents 
to send them at Barmitzvah age for three or six 
months to Palestine, in a well-organised project. 
Such children would come back inspired. In this 
connection, Mr. Frumkin urged that all the youth 
movements should make a point of creating sxholar- 
ships to enable a young boy or girl who showed 
signs of leaderstup to spend six months in Palestine 
under good guidance and control 

Another way would be to send out groups of 
Palestinian youngsters to the Diaspora. re was 
still a lot for them to learn to widen their vision. 
But there was also a lot which they could bring 
with them.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN 
SLOVAKIA 


National Leader Denounces 
Jew-baiters: Blames Jews 


The town of Veike Topolcany, in Slovakia, was 
the scene of wild rioting a few days ago, when a 
Fascist mob staged a demonstration against 
“ Jewish influence,” states a J.T.A. report from 
Prague. 

Jewish homes and shops were attacked and 
Jewish property damaged and pillaged, the report 
says. Sixty-cight Jews were injured, 16 of them 
gravely. Intervention by the authorities was belated 
and half-hearted. 

The Jews of Topolcany, many of whom have 
returned from concentration camps, complain of 
the unfriendly attitude of* the local authorities. 
Among the officials there are still many former 
members of the Hlinka Guard, who openly sym- 
pathise with the anti-Semitic activities of the 
Fastists, the Jews declare. 

The attacks were discussed at a meeting of the 
Czechoslovakian Cabinet. 


Violence. Condemned 


The Cabinet, it is stated in an. official com- 
muniqué, after hearing a report. by the Vice- 
Premier, M. Siroky, decided unanimously to 
express its condemnation of such violence which 
It was decided to request the Slovak National 
Council and the Siate authorities in Slovakia to 
carry out a thorough investigation of the Velke 
Topolcany disturbances, to ascertain who was 
responsible. for them and to compensatc§ the 
sufferers. 

“ The Government,” the official statement says, 
is determined .tO prevent by every means in is 
power the spreading of racial hatred by Hiinka- 
Fascist elements, things wére charactertstic 
of Hitlerite barbarism and must not occur mm our 
democratic Republic, which in its relation to 
citizens of - Jewish origin has always maintained 
the highest standard. The Government is bound 
to consider all attempts to spread anti-Semitism 
as Fascist attacks on our new State and Hs demo- 
cratic constitution. It will therefore defend the 
Republic with the utmost determination against all! 
such attempts.” 

Anti-Semitic attacks have appeared even in news- 
papers published in Bohemia-Moravia... Measures 
against “ the numerous repatriated Jews who persist 
in speaking German among themselves” were 
urged recenily by the. Olomonc daily paper, 
NacHImMec, 

Refuting this accusation as monstrous, in. view 
of the fact that not more than 8,000 Jews-had sur- 
vived out of a Jewish pre-war population of 
120,000,. the. Prague military paper SVOBODNE 
CESKOSLOVENSKE states: “ There is no room here 
for anti-Sematic tendencies, and the statement made 
by NacHIMac ts merely a symptom of Nazi moral 
infection against which democratic measures ought 
to be taken.” 

Jews Warned 


A warning to the Jews of Slovakia. not to spread 
exagecrated reports about their present situation 
was voiced by Dr. Josef Letrich, Chairman of the 
Slovak National Council, in a broadcast over the 
Bratislava tadio. 

DOr, Letrich said that the Slovak nation had never 
approved of the “barbarous persecution unparalleled 
fustory to. which their fellow-countrymen. of 
the Jewish faith had been subjected during the past 
five years. All laws and regulations contrary to the 
spirtt of Republican democracy had been abolished 
in. principle by the revolutionary Slovak National 
Council in Banska-Bystrica in its first regulation 
issued on September 1, 1944. he added. and the 
laws of racial discrimination had become void and 
the Jews had regained full and equal rights with 
all other citizens of the Czechoslovak Repfiblic 
by the Presidential decree of May 19, 1945. |

NAZI AFTERMATH IN | 
SWEDEN 


Scurrilous Anti-Semitic Doggerel 
Circulated 


Our Oslo correspondent learns on good authority 
that Aberg’s, a firm of publishers m Stockholm, 
are supplying schoolchildren and students with the 
most disgusting type of propaganda. aimed against 
the Jews, and apparently without interference by 
the authorities. 

Last week two crude and vulgar anti-Semitic 
poems were sent anonymously to all the Ministers 
of the Swedish Church. 

One of these picces of doggerel does not bear 
the name of either /‘”~ or publisher. The other 
was printed by A. Broberg and Sons, of Stock- 
holm, a printing house often employed by the 
Nazis during the war.. 

The first “poem” is in the form of a prayer, 
asking God whether the struggle of the Germanic 
Heroes had been in vain and whether it was God's 
intenfion to cast their culture in the dust. It speaks 
of the Huns, but forgets to mention the followers of 
Hitler. 

The other “ poem 
agaist the Jews. 

The terminology is, of course. easily recognisable. 
The author calls himself a Lutheran, and allows it 
to be inferred that he is a Minister of .the Swedish 
State @hurch who wants to mobilise the Swedish 
Ministry against the Jews, of whom, in his view, 
not enough have been exterminated, comments the 
Swedish periodical Trots ALT. 

The paper regards it as a complete scandal that 
such race hatred can find expression in a democratic 
State, and finally asks the Mi£unister of Justice 
whether it is not illegal in Sweden to issie pam- 
phiets without the name of the publisher.

CZECH JEWISH SOLDIERS LEAVE

Two hundred and seventy Jewish ex-soldiers of the 
Czechoslovak Army who left Prague are now 
waiting in Italy on their way to, Palestine, cables 
our Jerusalem correspondent. 

A second party of 280 Czechoslovak Jewish 
ex-soldiers as also. preparing to leave for Haly 
to jom the first group. Both will then leave to- 
gether for Palestine, it is reported. 

The British authorities in Italy have refused to 
allow some of these Jewish soldiers, who enlisted 
in the Czech Forces in Palestine sevetal years ago, 
to return to Palestine. The official reason given

this solemn declaration: 

“* The -Slovak National Council, in agreement 
with the Government of the Republic, stands by 
the principle of fuil equality for all citizens regard- 
less.of race, religion, or political views, and in the 
Republic, as well as in Slovakia, will defend the 
democratic freedom and. rights of every citizen, 
including those of the Jewish faith, — 

“* The Slovak National Council and the Govern- 
ment of the: Republic will make every possible 
effort to uproot Fascism Czechoslovakia, and 
particularly in Slovakia, and also anti-Semitism 
and racial discrimination which derive from Fascist 
ideology, because they are a danger to democracy 
and to our national freedom and mdependence. 

“* Consequently all activities directed against a 
racial, religious, national, or geo-political group are 
being suppressed with all means: at our disposal. 
In our endeavour to guarantee the Jews a decent 
living. and to incorporate them into the life of. our 
community we grant them moral and maierial sup- 
port, and as far as support is being received from 
abroad it is welcomed by “the Slovak National 
Council.’ ” 

Black Market Accusation 


Refuting “ tendentious reports '’ that the Slovak 
National Council was Practising or tolerating anti- 
Jewish discrimination mp the distribution of food 
supplies, Dr. Letrich sald: 

“ If such cases should occur they will be strictly 
investigated at once and the culprits will be dealt 
with most: sternly.”’ 

He pointed out that the Slovak Jews, in addition 
to increased rations issued to repatriates, got sup- 
phes from Jewish relief organisations abroad. The 
fact that some of these supplies were sold in the 
black market, he said, had resulted in anti-Jewish 
feelings among the populations of certain towns. 

“ But the Jews themselves are responsible for 
this,” he added. | 

In conclusion, Dr. Letrich appealed to the Slovak 


public to have understanding for the situation of: 


the Jews who went through such terrible sufferings. 

“ Those who disturb public order, and irrespon- 
sible provokers of racial hatred must be silenced 
and handed over to the security services,”’ he said. 

At the same time he appealed to the Jews to 
* refrain from everything that could arouse justified 
criticism ”’ and in their own interest not to circulate 
at home and abroad “ untrue or exaggerated reports 
about conditions in Slovakia.” #

CZECHS RESTORE SOME 
JEWISH PROPERTY 


Communal Reorganisation Under 
Way 


After protracted Oliations.an agreement has 
been reached between the Prague Jewish Community 
and the Czechoslovak authorities concerniny the 
release of part of the sequestered Jewish Community 
funds. 

A sub-committee of the Ministry of Labow 
composed of a number of Jews not connected with 
the Community has hitherto administered the eniire 

operty of the dissolved “Council of Jewih 

iders,” set up by the Nazis, and the “ Jewish 
Emigration Fund” into which the Jews were com. 
pelled to pay a large part of their total assets 

Under the new agreement the property of the 
“Council of Jewish Elders” will be transfered 
to a special independent administration board cop- 
sisting of the leaders of the Jewish Community and 
representatives of the Government. Part o! 
pre-war property of the Jewish Community 
thus be placed at its disposal. 

The remaining sequestered Jewish property will, 
however, remain under national administration. i 
will probably be used in payment of compensation 
od war damage, including that suffered by non- 

ews. 

The Central Jewish Organisation for Bohemia 
and Moravia, which was established at the recent 
conference of Jewish communities in those pro- 
vinces, will be known provisionally as the * Pedera- 
tion of Jewish Communities,” and will act as the 
supreme Jewish authority in Bohemia and Moravia. 
It has a Council of 23 members, 8 of whom form 
the Executive, headed by Mr. Ernest Frischer. 

The Council is trying to secure Siate and private 
credits as well as funds from Jewish organtsaiions 
abroad to help reorganise the Jewish communities 
throughout the country. It has also been decided 
to expand social welfare activites by granting aid 
not only to professing Jews. but to all persons, 
including converts, who were considered Jews by the 


Germans, and were therefore subjecied to dis- 
crimination and persecution. 
Caring for the Aged 
The Council's immediate’ plan calls for the 


establishment of institutions for the care of the. 
aged, invalids, and orphans. 

It. has formed a special commission to look after 
Jewish works of art and documents, especially the 
Central Jewish Museum in Prague. Anti-Semiu 
propaganda material and similar docunients are also 
10 be collected. 

An order regulating the position of the Jewish 
communitics in Slovakia has been issucd by the 


Slovak National Council and pubhshed in the 
Official Gazette. 

Under this order, dated September 10.. the 
Board of Commissioners of the Slovak National 
Council authorises the Central Union of Jewrsh 


Religious Communities to supervise the administra- 
tion and organisation of the Jewish communities 
Full powers to deal with 
the organisational problems of the Union and of 
the individual communities ‘have been conferred 
upon the Bratislava Chief Rabbi, Armin Fiiccer, 
Chairman of the Union.

Defence Counsel’s Astounding 
Statement 


Major Winwood, the British officer defending 
Josef Kramer, the “ Beast of Belsen,”’ who is on 
trial before a British military court at Luneburg, 
together with 44 German and Polish fellow-members 
of the S.S. on charges of perpetrating atrocities at 
the death-camps of Isen Auschwitz 
(Oswiecim), in the opening statemient for the defence 


“The concentration camps of Germany came 
to contain the dregs of the ghettoes of Central 
Europe—people who had very little idea how to 
behave in ordinary life or of doing what they were 
told.” 

Kramer, who first made a statement denying 
that there were gas chambers at Auschwitz, later 
made another statement admitting their existence. 

He denied, however, making “selections” for 
the gas chambers. Nor would he agree that what 
had taken place at Auschwitz fas mass murder. 
It was, he said, a matter of carrying out’ orders. 

In the course of cross-examination by Col. Back- 
house, leading counsel for the prosecution, Kramer 
admitted that he, personally, had forced 8&0 people 
into the gas chambers at Natzweiler concentration 
camp, and that he himself had turned the gas on. 
He claimed that he had acted on the orders of 
Himmler, who had insiructed him to supply 80 
bodies to a‘Strasbourg doctor. 


In connection with Major Winwood’s astonishing 
statement, the Executive of the Board of Deputies 
passed the following resdlution at a mecting held 
on Tuesday: 

The Executive of the Board of Deputies, having 
before it the statement made by Major Winwood, 
who is defending Josef Kramer at the Belsen trial. 
that the inmates of Auschwitz and Belsen included 
“the dregs of the ghettoes of Central Europe, 
people with little idea of what to do with their 
own lives,’ places on record its deepest indignation 
at this insult to Jewry. 

This statement besmirches the memory of millions 
of men, women, and children who died amid un- 
speakable horrors or were murdered for no fault 
but that they were Jews. — '

. ECUADOR DOES NOT WANT 
; JEWS 
Sefior Manuel Paredes Lasso. Chief of the 


Ecuador immigration Department, in an article in 
the press, which evidently refers to the immigra- 


tion of Jewish refugees into Ecuador of 
recent. years, states that the country is not 
interested im immigrants who, upon entering 


Ecuador, “‘form isolated groups and intend to 
return to their native lands when circumstances 
become favourable for them.” 

At the same time, he announced that the Govern- 
ment was resolved “to open the doors of the 
country to healthy people who want to come here 
to be absorbed into our nationality and to increase 
our productive capacity.” He revealed that a 
Special commission had been appointed by the 
sovernment to prepare the text of a new immigra- 
tion law and that special immigration officers would 
be stationed in European capitals for the purpose 
of selecting immigrants from among those who 
applied for visas for Ecuador. 

Local Jewish circles resent Sefior Lasso’s -refer- 
ence to Jewish refugees. They state that -the 
Government has always declared that no discrimina- 
tion as to race or religion would be made among 
Visa. applicants. 


JEWS IN MANILA DESTITUTE 


Helped by five American Jewish chaplains, the 
Jews of Manila, including 700 who fled from Nazi 
urope only to fall victims to the Japanese, have 
started to reorganise their communal life by elect- 
ing through democratic ballot a Jewish Community 
ard of seven to administer reconstruction 
activities. 
All the Jews of Manila were left penniless by 
the last-minute. destruction by the Japanese and 
Soaring inflation. Many of the 700 Jewish refugees 


are without work because of the increasing anti- 


alien feeling directed against Jews, Hindus. and 
Chinese. Many want to go to the United States, 
for which they held visas before’ the Japanese 
invasion. Funds of the former Jewish Community,

All day long people stream into the offices of 
the “Search Department.” of the Kultusgemeinde 
to look over the meagre lists of the survivors. 
Vienna is a closed city, but nevertheless some 
American, British, and other Allied Army officers 
and men succeed in getting in to look for their rela- 
ives and friends. In the overwhelming majority of 
cases this search proves useless. 

The only thing that can be learned is the place 

to which people wete deported. The Gestapo, with 
typical German precision and thoroughness, care- 
fully noted the “ changes of address “’ at the Central 
Registry of the Vichnese Police. With diabolical 
irony they put this way: “ Mr. J —— abgemeldet 
nach Minsk oder Theresiensiadt.” (* Abgemeldet 
means changed his residence.) 
_ Significant of the present Viennese state of mind 
is the fact that many of them suddenly discovered 
a Jewish grandmother, hoping that this fictitious 
lady will bring them. as much luck as a real Jewish‘ 
grandmother brought misfortune to so many 
Viennese a few years ago. Frequently a Viennese 
will casually remark: “ You know Vienna always 
had such a mixed population, who knows whether 
lL am not of Jewish descent? Actually my grand- 
mother was Jewish.” 


Anti-Semitic Officials 
, Fhe Jewish community is working against terrific 


odds in trying to alleviate the sulierings of those 
who return trom the extermination camps. The 
local government, traditionally anti-Semitic, has 


developed a special scheme to prevent preferential 
treatment being extended to Jews who have spent 
years in concentration camps. According to the 
instructions of the local-authorities; three categories 
of * KZ-lers * (former concentration camp inmates) 
have been established: (1) criminal elements, (2) 
political prisoners, and (3) those who were persecyted 
because of 


their race. All Jews are considered 4 
persecuted because of their race” even ff they 
were put into concentration camps for § thet 


Socialist, Liberal, or Zionist views, Thus, fio Jcw 
geis the special food rations to which the so-called 
political prisoners are entitled. 

i spoke to a great number of people who had 
returned from camps. I saw a group otf about 20 
young men who had survived AuschWitz, Buchen- 
wald, Dachau, or Mauthausen It was really a 
heartbreaking sight to see these boys walking 
around without strength and without hope. The 
Jewish relief agencies have brought only promises 
so far, but. no relief whatsoever. 


Race Against Death 


The transportation’ and administrative difficulties 
are tremendous, but it is a race against death. When 
I distributed a few candy bars; sent to me from the 
States, | was told by the officials of the Kultus- 
gemcinde that this was the first’™ relief” that had 
reached Vienna from abroad... They impressed upon 
me that every effort must be made to rush food, 
clothing, and medical. supplies to the remnants of 
the Jewish community. before the winter seis. in. 

Some aspects of life in the small Jewish com- 
munity must inspire admiration and ‘pride. Vienna 
had a very famous Jewish sports club, “ Hakoah.”” 
Its soccer team was known all over the world. One 
of the first things the boys comimg back trom the 
camps did was to revive this sports club. When 
| was there they were collecting their rations to 
build up the players’ strength for the next game, 
the following Sunday. By something of a muracie, 
they have succeeded in finding blue and white shirts 
with the Star of David, and these are their greatest 
pride to-day 

Zionist activities are slowly starting again. A 
few of the older men and some of the young sur- 
vivors of the concentration camps have set up a 
working. committee, The traditional visit to the 
grave of the late Dr. Herzl again took place this 
year. It had great symbolical significance in the 
eyes of the Viennese Jews. 

Practically none of the Jews left in Vienna want 
to remain there. All of them. have lost their 
families, their homes, their property. They have 
nothing but the memories of horror and desiruction. 
They want to leave Vienna, Austria, and Europe as 
soon as possible. One question every Viennese 
Jew invariably asks each visitor wearing an Allied 
uniform: “* When can we go to Palestine?” 


ROAD TO PALESTINE BARRED 
Polish Jews’ Vanishing Hope 


News of the latest political developments con- 
cerning. Palestine has thrown into uéter despair 
hundreds of Jewish fugitives from Poland who 
arrive in Prague daily, buoyed up with the hope 


_of getting to Palestine. 


here is a constant stream of refugees from 
Poland going towards the West. Large numbers 
of Polish Jews have been passing through Czecho- 
slovakia on their way to camps in Bavaria whence 
they expected to be transferred to Palestine. 

Most of them arrive in a state of complete ex- 
haustion and are full of bitterness at seeing their 
last hope vanish. 

The Prague Jewish Community is providing 
shelter and food for the refugees and also, in many 
cases, clothing and medical help. The task, 
although greatly facilitated by the understanding and 
benevolent attitude of the Czechoslovak authorities, 
has been made almost impossible, as the American 
military authorities recently closed the demarcation 
line over which the refugees used to cross imto 
Bavaria.

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ANSWER TO THE “WHITE 
ARABS” 


IN RESPONSE to a question in Parliament this week, the 
Prime Minister replied that he was, unable at the moment 
to make any statement on Palestine policy but that he 
hoped to do so shortly. Meanwhile events in that 
country have provided an embarrassing commentary on 
the warnings of those wordy and windy counsellors of 
press and platform whose utmost endeavours have been 
exerted to persuade the British public, and even “more 
the Government, that Palestine was a kind of political 
atom’ Bomb so sensitive that a wrong word waquld: be 
enough to explode it and blow up the whole of the Middle 
East.. Recent happenings when calmly judged indicate, on 
the contrary, that if anything Palestine ts less inflammable 
than most areas in Europe, and that far from being the 
“bombshell "—to use the hackneyed phrases of the 
popular journalists on the subject-——"“ which may explode 
at any time with unforeseeable results,” it must be from 
the point of view of these and certain other gentry a mos 
disappointingly damp squib. 

One of these events took the form of what was mis- 
described in the press. as a “clash” outside the village of 
Kiar Giladi between a detachment of the Transjordan 
Frontier Force and some Jewish settlers from a near-by 
village who were armed. with sticks and stones. “The 
lirst official communiqué, which was loudly trumpeted. in 
the press, asserted that the villagers attacked the military 
with these “weapons” and were answered with rifle fire 
which wounded a number of them. dt now turns out that 
the attackerS consisted of about thirty hikers,. including 
some women, out for a Saturday- afternoon. stroll and 
quite unaware that a party of so-called “ prohibited 
mimigrants” were in the. neighbourhood. Had_ they 
known, and had they been bent on helping these poor 
remnants of HrrLer’s slaughter, it 1s hardly likely that they 
would not have carried: more hb ‘al arms. Eye-witnesses, 
in tact, state that they were actually at least. 300 yards 
away, from the Transjordan men, all of whom: were Arabs, 
hen the latter opened ‘fire; and at that distance even 


‘Stones in. the hands of expert throwers could. not have 


been of much -use against the Arab troops. In any case, 
since this “famous victory” of the Arab Transjordan 
Force-—a body of mén who never saw fighting during the 
war but some ‘members of whom. are now doing a’ little 
warfare on their own account in greater cOmiort.and safety 
by. molesting and fobbing villagers—the Deputy District 
Commissioner has tendered his regrets and the British 
officer*of the Force has apologised, explaining that. the 
Arab soldiery fired without orders. What, and who.. one 
wonderg, led them into such action? Is it. in. the face of 
such happenings, mere baseless and unhealthy suspicion to 
remember that from certain political quarters an immense 
amount of energy has been and sill is being expended for 
the purpese not only of rattling British nerves but ‘of 
Slirring. up trouble in Palestine itself? It will be noted 
that the famous. Arab “victory” of Kfar Gilad: was 
Siaged on, the Saturday. when a Jewish General. Protest 
strike had heen. fixed for the following Monday. The 
sequence of events points to a deliberate and cold calcu- 
lation that the Jewish strikers would. be sufficiently 
incensed to lead to violent reactions. Bui the anticipators 
of mischief were disappointed. The Yishuv gave one more 
a@isplay of amazing collective -self-restraint.. It is also 
worth observing. that neither IBN Saup, nor the King of 
Egypt, nor the High Panjandrums of Lebanon and Syria. 
nor even Mr, Jinnan and his own particular League have 
set. their milhons of tanks, guns, and aeroplanes a’rolling 
and .a flying down to Palestine to clinch the gallant victory 
of Kfar Giladi. If all this “terribly explosive -imass,” as 
one of our “ White Arab” M.P.s called them, can demon- 
strate such phlegm under such temptation ‘is it reasonable 
io expect the British Government and people to: go on 
giving serious ear to the scare-mongers who are, if care- 
fully examined, seen.to be not so scared about dangers 
to Britain's imperial peace as about the, to them. far greater 
danger that Hirter’s work of exterminating the Jews of 
Europe might not be completed? 

The jitterbugs, however, are still industriously ringing 


their alarms and it is necessary, therefore, to give their 


warnings calm and objective examination. First, of course, 
is the warning that the Arabs wilb fight if the White 
Paper is scrapped. Why they should do so now, with a 
victorious Britain as their opponent, when they refused to 
rise at the summons to a Holy War by the ex-Mufti. the 
leading figure in the Arab world, who bellowed forth his 
incitement night after night from HifLer’s. broadcasting 
studias when British military fortunes were at their lowest 
ebb-—this the bogymen never explain. The fact is. of 


} COurse, as the best-informed observers are convinced, even 


if some form of violent Arab resistance should result it 


would be limited to a few outbursts of guerrilla warfare in - 


the Judean hills which, in the light of present circum- 
stances, could not last very long or amount to very much. 

But, say the jitterbugs and their sympathisers or dupes, 
suppose a single British soldier were killed, would not 
that lead to a serious increase of bitter anti-Semitism in 
this country? The short answer is that no British soldier 
need fall, since there are ample Jewish forces available to 
deal with any such trouble. This fact, it is freely admitted 
by Palestinian Arabs, has exercised a healthy sobering 
effect upon those unruly elements from whom, in con- 
sequence, the most blatant incitement from certain quar- 
ters has obtained but little result. Then again there is the 
Jewish Brigade of the British Army. 

But apart from this short answer, as loyal citizens we 
beg leave to reject the poor estimate of the British moral 
sense implicit in the fear conjured up by these pro-Arab 


‘agitators. It flies in the face of countless precedents. In 


all the indignation created by the reported atrocities during 
the Boxer rising, Chinese colonies in Limehouse, Cardi, 


‘and elsewhere remained unmoiested. During World War | 


the violent. campaign against the Germans in this country 
which Northcliffe carried on regardless of effort and 
expense produced no more demonstrations of additional 
anti-German hatred than some dreary and very “ orderly ” 
window-breaking at half a dozen German bakers’ shops. 
Again, during the worst bombardment of this country 
in this war and during the most vicious activities of the 
German U-boats, when German flyers were guided to 
their targets by well-lit cities in Eire and enemy submarines 
skulked in the lonely bays of Ireland’s south-west coast, 
there was never a sign of serious anti-Irish feeling against 
the considerable numbers of loudly. self-proclaimed Irish- 
men who live in this land. Examples like these could be 
added to from many other quarters,: from Greece to 
India. Last week a_ British’ policeman’ was _ shot, 
Tel-Aviv: in the course of his. duty.. While every 
sane man, Jew and non-Jew. altke, will deplore and 
execrate such a happening, it would be an insult to a 
great and adult people to suggest that Britain had become 
anti-Semitic as a result. The truth is that the abject fears 
disseminated on this score are a total misreading of the 
British character, a character ‘better exemplified by the 
noble request of Lady Moyne that the two misguided 
youths who murdered her husband might be reprieved. 
They ate m fact not only misrepresentation of the 
Briton’s character, but an aspersion on a great. imperial 
people of calm judgment bred of long experience in world 
allairs. Even at this very moment when the world is 
ringing with. ghastly stories of German _barbaritics, 
petitions are being organised by British people-asking for 
a cut in British rations so that the German people ray 
not starve this. winter. This argument of “fear”. will 
not appeal to British pedple though it may impress those. 
including "some among our coreligionists, who are not 
profoundly assimilated to the British attitude. 

One more bogy now being paraded must be men- 
uoned, The Arab resistance may take a peaceful shape. 
All the Arabs in the Arab countries—fifty millions of 
them, it is warned—wiull join in a trade boycott of Britain 
and patronise the rival firm in international trade, the 
U.S.A. What then, it ts asked, will become of our 
desperately needed exports? Here again there is an utter 
misreading. of Arab psychology. It presupposes that 
Arabs, most of whom are not politically conscious. are 
ready to respond fairly quickly—because if they don’t do 
it al Once they never will—to the very politically conscious 
lew who will egg them on, and that they will discard 
their ingramed. and very human habit of buying in. the 
best and cheapest market, and‘ sacrifice their not verv 
abundant resources, just to obiain revenge for the rufiled 
presiuge of the Arab League. in his heart of hearts. even 
the whitest of the White Arabs can scarcely sincerely 
harbour so patently silly a delusion. : 
_ Fear is notoriously a bad counsellor, and in politics 
it iS Worse, if 1S an immeasurable. disaster. Certain 
pohticians in this, country out of. sheer .funk set out. to 
appease the Gérmans; and Britain knows, to its cost. what 
happened! Later on, when things looked desperate if not 
hopeless, Britain was able to. express its native courage 
under the inspiration of a fearless leader. There spoke 
the true Britain. Any other accents represent only a 
libellous caricature. | 

The overshadowjng issue in this controversy is a moral 
one and it is this: Is Britain to keep faith? Is the Eng- 
lisiman’s word to remain his bond? Or is the solemn 
undertaking to the Jews which our great War Premier 
set down in a famous State Paper in 1922. that they should 
enter their National Home “as of right and ‘not on 
Sufferance “; is the. recent declaration of Mr. Dalton on 
behalf of the Labour Party; is the solemn pledge of the 
Balfour Declaration and its confirmation by "fifty-two 
sovereign States and, independently, by America—are all 
these to be flouted? Difficulties? At what stage in the 
evolution of the British Empire have difficulties not 
abounded? Serious statesmen do not run away from 
difficulties—difficulties are what statesmanship is for. It 
would be the darkest tragedy, not alone for the Jews. 
not alone for Britain, but for mankind, if in thisstesting 
case Of Palestine a British Government should, before the 
eyes of the world, move on to the slippery slope of pledge- 
breaking. It was the Germans’ tearing up of treaties 
that brought about the recent holocaust. On Britain’s 


firm resolve to hold fast to her undertakings in this matter 
the whole future of mankind may well depend. eee 


CARRYING ON GOEBBELS’ WORK! 


IN common with all other British publications, this paper 
has refrained from comment on the Belsen trial, even on the 
remarkable latitude allowed to the military officers who are 
conducting the defence. It was felt that if strict justice. 
well as the need to impress sceptical Germans of the truth of 
the charges against the accused, demanded such a course. they 
it was probably best to let it pass without criticism. The 
defending officers took full advantage of it, exercising their 
rights with something that looked very much like enjoy men; 
This week, however, one of them allowed his zeal to run to 
what can only be called abominable, not to say blackeuard|). 
lengths. “ The concentration camps,” he told the Court, © con- 
tained undesirable elements from the dregs of the ghettoes o| 
Central Europe—people with little idea of what to do with 
their own lives,” or, according to another report, “very little 
idea how to behave in ordinary life or of doing what the, 
were told.” So it seems that in the view of this officer, because 
the victims did not know what to do with their lives, there 
was nothing so very shocking in the Germans settling matters 
for them by butchering them wholesale. Whether they were 
“ dregs". or-—as there is irrefutable and accepted proof man, 
were—scholars, Rabbis, scientists, artists, and professiona! men 
of the highest repute, the main test was whether they were 
to live because of value as slave labourers or were betier dead 
because they were sick or were little children too feeble to 
work. This ultra-wicked submission and this cowardly and 
abominable heaping of insult upon slaughter was solemnly 


advanced as an extenuation, if not a complete justification, of 


the Belsen horrors and apparently passed without a syilable 
of remonstration from the Court. Other and more important 
trials are pending. and if the Belsen procedure is repeated. 
then we may see the courts again and again prostituted as 
sounding-boards for the propagation of anti-Semitism as 
happened in the case under notice. We suggest that the officer 
referred to should. if the trial has not by now ended. be 
publicly reprimanded and immediately disqualified from 
further employment in the defence of the accused Nazis. if 
only as a plain and unmistakable intimation. to Germans and 
others as to where the Allies stand on such nfatters. After all 
the Belsen proceedings are being conducted by this co 
and it is unthinkable that it should permit its sponsorship 
be abused for purposes wholly unintended or undesired and 1 
flagrant coniempi of all for which it fought the war.

A Girt by Sir Louis Sterling to London University in the. 
shape of his collection of very rare books has just been 
announced. The purpose of this gift, it is stated, is to endow the 
University of Sir Louis's adopted city—he is an American 
by birth—with a nucleus of English printed books. and 
manuscripts of the highest class, and there is no doubt that 
this object is being magnificently attained. The collection 
includes, to cite a few of its items, a complete set of the four 
folios-of Shakespeare, important first editions of Multon and 
other famous British writers, and of such works as “ Gulliver s 
Travels,” “ Robinson Crusoe,” Boswell’s “ Johnson,” and many 
others by outstanding national literary figures. Here is much 
to instruct and delight the student as well as the less tutored 
citizen, and also to heighten the academic status of the Univer 


sity. Needless to say, the donor was described to readers of

POALE ZION APPEAL TO 
GOVERNMENT 


A ‘mass meeting organised by the Poale Zion 
on Sunday, appealed to the Government to open 
the gates of: Palestine to the Jews. 

The speakers were Messrs. Harold Lever, M.P., 
M. Rosetté, and A. Richtiger ;.and Councillor Leslie 
Lever, President of the Manchester branch of the 
Poale Zion, presided. 


Councillor Lever said that Palestine alone offered 


hope for the unfortunates of the concentration 
camps. But the White Paper forbade them to 
enter Palestine. The Labour Party stood pledged 
to abrogate the White Paper: and he was quite 
satisfied that they Would do so. . 

It was suggested by Mr. Richtiger that a fast 
day be introduced in'o the Jewish calendar to 
remind future generations of the suflerings the Jews 
had’ borne during the past 13 years. 

Mr. Camille Honig spoke on “ How we can sur- 
vive as a people in the post-war world: at a meet- 
ing of the Manchester group of the World Jewish 
Congress, at the Country Club, Didsbury. Mr. 
Hyman Weinberg, M.B.E., was in the chair.

FORMED IN MANCHESTER 


Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, Chairman of the Jewish 
Fellowship, addressing the Manchester Jewish 
Forum, explained the Fellowship’s aims, the first 
of which, he said, was to uphold the principle 
that the Jews constituted a religious community and 
not a litico-national group. Judaism was not 
Nationalism and the one could not be substituted 
for the other. ~ 

The establishment of a Jewish State was both 

hilosophically and politically wrong and unsound, 
Bust to develop the religious and cultural dife of the 
Jews in Palestine, and to get as many of the Con- 


tinental displaced people as possible settled there, 


was a part of the Fellowship’s plan. 
Mr. Julian Franklyn, Secretary of the Fellowship, 
contended that Zionism is not the anSwer to anti- 
Semitism, and he gave as an example the position 
in Russia. |

LEEDS JEWS PROTEST 
White Paper Policy Denounced 


A meeting attended by over 1,500 Leeds Jewish 
citizens, held on Saturday evening at the New 
Synagogue, Chapeltown Road, passed a resolution 
which says that. they are “ seriously concerned with 
the grave. plight of Jews in Germany arid Austria 
and feel that another winter will prove fatal to 
many of them.” “ The only hope for these Jews,” 
goes on the resolution, “is in Palestine, where the 
Jewish community is anxious to take them in. We 
therefore hear with dismay of the Governmeni’s 
intention to continue the policy of excluding Jews 
from Palestine, as laid down in the White Paper 
of 1939, and pray that these reports may prove to 
be unfounded.” 

The resolution was submitted by 
Hurwitz. who. presided. 

The Rev. A. 8S. Super, C.F., said. that the whole 
question of the displaced Jews of Europe had been 
deeply agitating the Jewish mind for‘a long time 
now, and the present intentions of the Government. 
came as the culmination of a brutal: and caflous 
policy, which it was hard to believe represented 
anything English... Over 25,000. of. the displaced 
Jews had died in Europe since VE Day. 


Why? 


Why,” asked the Minister, «“sare those who 
have relatives in this country naf,allowed to bring 
them over and care for them until their ultimate 
destination is decided?. Why are thos® who have 
been sundered from their dear ones for anythirg 
from seven to twelve years not even allowed to 
write to them direct in their camps? Why are they 
not allowed to send them parcels of food and 
clothing? Why are Palestinian soldiers. serving in 
Europe not alloWed to come here for their leave so 
that they can see their relatives after all these years? 
Why are the few thousand refugees who served, 
many of them actively, in the British Army, denied 
naturalisation after six years,. when: U.S.A. 


naturalises all “her soldiers within six months of . 


joining? “I feel certain that these things are an 
offence to the conscience of Britons and that they 
are deeply revolted that such cruelty as enforced 
in their name.” 

Professor S.- Brodetsky, after giving a report on 
what he had seen in Belsen at the Conference of 
Displaced Jews, said that the strange thing about 
the whole situation was that everyone was. busy 
telling us where Jews may not go, but no one yet 
had said where they could go. The Rev. Maude 
Royden Shaw had said there were vast open spaces 
in the British Empire. Bur the British Government 
had never offered these spaces to the Jews:. No 
country has offered spaces. The Jews at Belsen had a 
very clear idea of the problem. They knew that if 
they went to Brazil or England or Canada there 
would be a terrible outbreak of anti-Semitism. 

The time had passed, said Dr: Brodeisky, for 
the trembling Jews who went about saying “ hush, 
hush *’ to everything, and let the Jews keep quiet and 
the anti-Semites would not notice them. They had 
pulled the Jewish question right out into the open 
for the world to see and solve.

GLASGOW PROTESTS AT 
PALESTINE POLICY 


Labour Party’s Forthright 
Resolution 


A meeting of the Glasgow Jewish Representative 
Council held last Sunday passed a resolution callin 
on H.M, Government, “in the name of humani: 
for an immediate grant of 100,000 certificates wd 
minimum number necessary to deal with the jm. 
mediate needs of the Displaced Jews in Europe.” 
and urging the declaration of “a positive policy 
on Palestine in accordance with the declared Pgr 
policy of the present Government.” J 

Mr. Joseph Sachs, J.P., President, who was jy 
the chair, referred to the resolution adopted by the 
Glasgow City Labour Party on September 28° and 
said that “ we Jewish people were—as musi pe gl) 
non-prejudiced people—grateful fo, this fo ‘hright 
expression in this matter.” 

iThe Glasgow City Labour Party, in the course 
of its resolution, stated: “The remnants of 
European Jewry who have so far escaped extermina. 
tion at the hands of the Nazis must not be sentenced 
to death now by-a British Progressive Government. 
We urge the Government to take immediate acjion 
to open the gates of Palesiine now to the oppressed 
and suffering Jews and thus give them the right 
and freedom to live,.at the same time making q 
substantial contribution to the solution of ghe 
problem of displaced persons in Europe.’’} 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Communal Rabbi, said thar 
his personal view, as a traditional Jew, was opposed. 
completely to the use of force. Firstly, they could 
have argument by reason; secondly they could have 
argument by achievement, and when that failed they 
could have argument by brute force. The Jews had 

ut forward a case for Palestine on reason, but the 

ad not succeeded because of vital interests involved. 

They had also put forward a case for argument by 
the achievements.of Palestine in recent years,. but 
they had not succeeded. 

Much as he condemned force, Rabbi Rosen 
declared, if the Jewish youth of. Palestine felt thar 
in order to rescue the remnants of their fellow-Jews 
from Europe they had to use force, then he would 
condemn, not the youth of Palestine, bat that mal- 
administration which had made them resort to the 
use of weapons.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


After the Flood—What? 


And God spoke unto Noah, saying: “ Go forth 
from the ark .” 

HE story of the Flood beats a remarkable 
resemblance to the history of our own times. 
Almost it seems as though the ancient narrative 

was a parable specially written to pont the moral 
of the events of our generation and to illumine the 
problems that confront us. Let us examine the in- 
structive parallelism. 

To begin with, it should be noted that the ante- 
diluvian world was by no means devoid of loveliness. 
On the contrary, it was stamped in every fibre of 
is youthful frame with the scal of God's toving 
bounty. There was an uniamed and untapped 
profusion of riches, an overflow of energy and zest 
of life, an’ overwhelming fertility, an all-pervading 
spirit Of creation. Here was a world that had ail 
the essential potentialities to give untold and un- 
ending happiness to mankind—collectively and 
individually. Yet, in point of fact, it was an intensely 
unhappy world. Though, seemingly, man had all, 
he was able to keep nothing. He possessed more 
than his needs, but he felt no conientment. because 
he knew no saticty. God spoke to humanity from 
every nook and cranny of. this amazingly abundant 
earth of ours: everywhere were opportunity, love. 
and goodness written in Divine capitals. But men, 
in their blindness, saw only the chance for greedy 
exploitation of the weak, covetous robbing of the 
poor—vrolence 
m. that strangely-bright morning of the early bur- 
geoning world?

Only a remnant of human society escaped. i 
might be said. with truth. that the members of the 
Noah family were scientifically in advance of their 
neighbours, that their shipbuilding skill and naviga- 
tional knowledge were markedly superior. Bui such 
an explanation, on closer scrutmy, is palpably 
obtuse. The real difference was one df spirit. The 
Bible calls. Noah a righteous man. Despite all his 
failings, he was 4 man of vision, of ideals, capable 
of considerable sacrifice in the hour of crisis 


FTER a long and painful period of emergency. 

marked by uncomiortable restrictions m food 
and quarters for the ark’s company, the waters ol 
the flood subsided. Forthwith, a new commanid- 
ment was issued to: mankind: Go forth from the 
ark. ...°” dt was no less Divine a precept than. the 
carlier injunction to enter the ship of salvation. The 
crisis was over. The transition. period 
normality had begun. The cramped life, heroically 
endured under Flood conditions, was no longer to 
be tolerated. Retention of the emergency resiric- 
tions would have represented. the negation of the 
very salvation wrought through the ark. The new 
freedom. blessed by a rainbow charter of assured 
security, had dawned. And Noah: offered sacrifices 
io the God Who had delivered him. 

Let us pause at this point in the story. Is it not, 
almost to the last detail, the fable of the age we 
live in? A pre-war world of superabundant plenty 
mocked ‘by hideous, macabre: dearth. _Man, the 
strong and rich, so weak and poor in soul; nature's 
conqueror the slave of his own stupid, bestial pas- 
sions. Racialism, Fascism, Nazism, .class exploita- 
tion, anti-Semitism, colour-bars, want anndst plenty 
—could one doubt the issuc? Came the: inevitable 
caiaclysm—a flood of fire and blood. 
of global war burst upon humanity. 

The world was saved from complete 
and’ collapse by a. group ol peoples—

might say, a family of nations—who had higher, 
more righteous standards of life. Some sull 
foolishly prate of the Allied victory as the con- 


sequence of superiority of scientific knowledge and 
skill. But those who are not completely blinded by 
the materialistic view of history, know that the 
deeper reason of our triumph is the spark of moral 
and spiritual idealism which continued unquench- 
ably to glow in the soul of the democratic peoples. 
We were by no means faultless, but indubitably more 
righteous than our Nazi foes. 

Peace came in the blinding flash of an atomic 
bomb. And before men could make up their minds 
whether atomic fission was a justifiable weapon or 
not. a new clarion call—urgent and shrill—was 
heard: “ Go forth from the War Ark! Cessation 
of ~hostilities demands an immediate reversal of 
gears. Quick'—or the markets will be lost. By 
all means. leave the Ark. Proclaim your freedom, 


cast your Parliamentary vote—tnen to new sacrifices | 


——peacetime, victory sacrifices. . 


O far the parallel. And now? The Bibic story | 


has a sequel. Noah, too, did not waste time. 
At the first opportunity he planted a vineyard, 
imbibed his fill of the new wine, and got drunk, and 
his own child revealed his nakedness!-. There is 
nothing more tragic and pathetic than a hero who 
comes to earth and sinks in the mud. Let us be 
warned. We are getting very busy. The industrial 
wheels are whirring in reverse. We are going to— 
what? 
our heady success? Build a Tower of Babel and 
scatter humanity into a thousand different com- 
petitive camps? Reconstruct the old covetous, 
haggling, exploiting, sweating, swilling travesty of 
civilisation? Heaven forfend! kt was touch and 
go with Noah and the generation of the Tower of 
Babel. But with us, the atomic bomb’s successor 
would pulverise man and his folly from off the face 
of our blood-sodden planet. 
The writing on the wall is clear, so that even he 
that runs may read. Science has brought us to 


the brink of self-annihilation.. Only spiritual 
regeneration and moral reformation can save 
humanity. And we Jews must be siandard-bearers 


of the new religious revolution, We must do this 
because it is our métier, our three-thousand-ycar-old 
tradition. We must do it because for us the danger 
is even greater than for the rest of mankind. 
Assimilationist materialism slays as many: Jews, 
almost, in peacetime as does a Hitler in wartime. 
’ For Jew and Gentile alike there is only one salvation

of human belief and human conduct which ruled 
out anti-Semitism. 

If they asked in this country why there should 
be such a feeling at all he always felt himself that 
there was a whole complex of reasons. It was not 
racial: it was not religious It was a combination 
of a number of causes some of which were, he 
would say, not altogether unreasonable, others of 
which were purely irrational and evil, and he always 
felt that there was room for some work on this 
problem to differentiate between the not unrcason- 
able aspects of it which could be discussed and for 
which there might be remedies. and the other un- 
reasonable, irrational, and wholly evil antipathy. 
He trusted that in this country it would never be 
anvihing more than a vague and remote probicm. 


“ Would Never Stand fer Anti-Semitism ” 


He was told sometimes that it was on the increase. 
He had not seen any. evidence of that himself. He 
was perfectly sure that this country would never 
stand for anti-Semitism; it was against the pre- 
vailing nature of their people who did profoundly 
believe in that basic principle to which he had 
already referred Man, as such, must claim and 
receive from his fellow-men respect, fair treatment, 
and full liberty to live, work, possess, believe and 
worship God.

JEWISH CHAPLAINS’ CENTRE IN 
AMSTERDAM -° 


Jewish Chaplains of the Canadian Forces in the 
Netherlands have established a “ Jewish Chaplains’ 
Centre” in Amsterdam. The Centre provides a 
course in Judaism and kindred topics weekly for 30 
Canadian Jewish soldiers. 

Lecturers are the Canadian Jewish Chaplains 
re S. Cass and H/Capt. I. B: Rose. In addi- 
tion, Dutch civilian experts speak on matters of 
interést in Jewish history, Zionism, and contem- 
porary problems. Speakers from the Jewish Brigade 
have given many illuminating talks on Palestine, and 
related topics. 

The students are housed in a building which was 
formerly used as a nursing home for the Dutch 
mothers of illegitimate German children. Kasher 
meals are provided by a Jewish kitchen staff, who 
have all been in concentration camps. 

The men tour the points of Jewish interest in the 
city, including the famous Spanish-Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, and afe welcomed into Jewish homes. 
Several concerts featuring well-known Dutch Jewish 
artists have been presented. Each week a dance is 
held, at which the nurses of the Joodsche Invalide, a 
— Jewish hospital in the city, are the guests. 

e purpose of the course is to provide Jewish 
soldiers with a “ Jewish home from home.” They 
are awakened to a new appreciation and love of 
things Jewish, and are prepared for re-entry into 
Jewish community life. The Centre has also wel- 
comed to its courses British soldiers of units attached 
to the Canadian Forces in the Netherlands. 

The Centre was instrumental in the revival of 
one in Western Holland, because of its own 
needs

(no eggs) 


INGREDIENTS : 2 oz. margarine or cooki 
fat, 4 ib. plain flour;

1 level teaspoon. bicarbonate of soda: 
about pint milk and water. 
Metuop: Rub the fat or margarine into 
the flour and mix in with the sugar. Add the 
jam. Dissolve the soda in a little of the 
milk and add to the other 
ingredients. Mix to a soft 
dropping consistency with the 
remainder of the milk. Turn 
into a greased basin, 1% pint 
size, and steam for 2 hours. 
Serve with jam sauce. Enough for four.

(no eggs) 


INGREDIENTS: 2 0%. margarine or cooking 
fat ; 4 lb. plain flour, 4 level teaspoons bak ing 
powder, or ', lb. self-raising flour; pinch of 
salt; loz. sugar; 4 oz. chopped dates or other 
dried fruit ; slightly under half a pint milk and 
water; 3 sacchanin tablets, -

flour, mixed with baking powder and salt. 
Add the sugar and chopped dates or other 
dried fruit. Mix to a soft consistency with the 
milk in which the saccharin tablets have been 
dissolved.

LIBERAL JEWS CONFER 
Now or Never” 


“Now or never” was the slogan put forward 
by the Ministers at a conference on Liberal Judatsm 
held at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue last Sunday. 

Rabbi Dr. L. 1. Mattuck, who presided, said that 
the purpose of the conference was to consult about 
Liberal Judaism and the eo by which it could 
serve the religious life of the community. The 
community was faced with a religious problem and 
They were all aware that the 
situation as far as spiritual matters were concerned 
was not as healthy as they would like it to be. 
It was therefore necessary for those who gave 
their adherence to religion to examine the posi- 
tion, to discover what the problem was, aoc to 
seek for ways of solving it. 

They did not forget for one moment the problem 
of.the Jews surviving on the Continent, whose 
position even after the war remained one burdened 
with terrible deprivation. They had, through the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism, subscribed 
to a statement, before the San Francisco Confer- 
ence, addressed to all the United Nations, the 
Forergn Office here, and the State Department in 
Washington, asking for places, including Palestine, 
to be provided for the settlement of those Jews 
who had to find new homes. 

They did not forget that problem or that need 
for a moment. Nor did they forget the very much 
lesser problem created for the world the 
existence of anti-Semitism. They did not forget it, 
but, unpleasant as that might be, they felt that 
the religious problem was more urgent. As they 
saw it, Liberal Judaism had special qualifications 
to deal with the religious problem and to meet 
the need. That was based on more than theory. 


5 ' Shortage of Ministers 


They suffered from a shortage of Ministers, and 
they hoped the time was not too far off when they 
would institute a training scheme for them. 
were presented with a challenge and an oppor- 
tunity. He did not overstate the case when he 
said “ Now or never.” Either they could render 
service to the religious life of the community which 
would strengthen its spiritual attainments, or the 
time would leave them behind. 

Mr. Samuel M. Rich, Lay Minister of the South 
London Liberal Synagogue, opened a discussion on 
Libera! Judaism in the religious education of 
children, with special reference to those in boarding- 
schools, and advocated visiting teachers in addition 
to the correspondence courses now given. 

Dr. Walter Kellermann, Lecturer in Physics at 
University College, Southampton, who spoke on 
Liberal Judaism in the general life of the individual, 
said the measure of their religion would always 
be the sociafuaction they produced. 

Mrs. Bertram Jacobs, who spoke of the home, 
said the whole life and duties of the Liberal Jew, 
interdependent and arising out of his conception 
of what his Liberal Judaism meant to him, were 
involved, 


An Englishwoman of the Jewish Faith 


She would, she continued, consider herself “ an 
Englishwoman of the Jewish faith,” and would like 
to stress that she first and foremost thought of 
herself as an Englishwoman. She would allow to 
her Judaism no prior claim, no conflicting loyalty. 

The Rev. Leslie 1. Edgar, speaking on Liberal 
Judaism and Jewish youth, gave some of the con- 
clusions he had reached during his five-and-a-half 
years’ Chaplaincy service. 

In the Forces, he had found at the one extreme 
a tiny handful of really Orthodox Jews, for whom 
he had the deepest and profoundest respect. At 
the other extreme there was a very considerable 
body who had gone right away from Judaism and 
Jewish life, a heterogeneous body. He came to 
the’ great middle body of Jewish youth, whose feel- 
ing of Jewish loyalty had been profoundly deepened 
by reason of persecution and the disgraceful and 
savage treatment of the Jews on the Continent. 
They were more eager than ever before to find 
some form of expression for their intense loyalty 
and pride. There was, he continued, an expression 
of it in Jewish Nationalism. He did not mean 
charity Zionists, but Jews who had adopted a new 
faith, a faith in nationalism as the answer to the 
Jewish problem. The ones, he had met would put 
to shame many Liberal Jews by their readiness to 
sacrifice for their faith. They would be deluding 


themselves again if they thought at this moment _ 


they could win those men. 
Thousands Could Be Won Over 
The largest body of all were those clinging to 


what he called the rags and tatters of traditional 


Judaism, a few customs, as the only way in which 
they could express their Jewish apey. At this 
moment, if they were prepared and devoted, they 


could win thousands of those young men and 


women. 
Rabbi Dr. R. Brasch, —— on Jews wa- 
ecl 


attached to any Synagogue, ared that they must 
make this country Liberal Jew conscious. 

The conference, which was largely attended, was 
made up of representatives of all constituents (in- 
cluding the Provinces) of the Union of Liberal and 
Progressive Synagogues. 

It concluded with a service conducted by Rabbi 
Dr. I. 1. Mattuck, the Rev. Leslie Edgar, and the 
Hon. Lily H. Montagu, who gave the address, on

WORLD TRADE’ UNION BODY 
Lebanese To Represent Middle East 


Overriding a protest by the delegates of the 


General Federation of Jewish Labour (Histadrut) 
in Palestine, the World Trade Union Federation, 
at its meeting in Paris, last week-end, assigned a 
seat to el Aires, Arab delegate from the Lebanon, 
as sole re ntative of all Middle East countries 
in the Federation. ; 

Sir Walter Citrine (who wagrelected President of 
the Federation) strongly supported the Histadrut., 
emphasising that it was the strongest and oldest 
trade union body in the Middle East. When the 
delegates refused to vote by a show of hands, Sir 
Walter forced a secret ballot, which resulted in 36 
votes in favour of seating the Arab delegate and 
16 votes against. It is understood that the Ameri- 
can Trade Union leader, Mr. Sidney Hillman (who 
was elected a Vice-President) voted with Sir Walter 
Citrine. 


DR. ROTH IN ITALY 


Dr. Cecil Roth issued a solemn warning that tens 
thousands of people would die if the gates of 
Palestine were closed, when he addressed the mem- 
bers of the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Tharsda 
evening of last week on his visit to Italy, from which

be has just returned. Mr. Harry Sacher presided. 

When he was in ltaly said Dr. Roth. saw a 
great deal that was memorable and a t deal 
that was unpleasant. [A full account of Dr. Roth's 


experiences in Italy was recently published in Tue 
JewisH CHroniciz.] 

Dr. Roth referred to the fact that there were 
certain corners of Italy which still stank of Fascism. 
There might not be. he said, Pascist revolutions in 
Europe, but he expressed the opinion that there were 
going to be Fascist coups de main all over the con- 
tunent of Europe and that their first manifestation 
was going to be an onslaught upon the Jews. 

Many Jews in Italy had escaped through 
connivance and assistance of the Church and no 
words could describe the debt of gratitude which 
the Italian Jews owed to the Roman Catholic 
Church for its assistance during this terrible period 
of stress. 

Italian Jewry went underground, but it did not 
lose its Jewishness. . Religious services were fre- 
quently held in the monasteries. and the 
congregational organisation of poor relief had kept 
on wuninterruptedly with the connivance of the 
Catholics all the time. The Rabbis in Italy had 
behaved marvellously and had worked at their posts 
to the last moment, or, if they went underground, 
they had still continued to work for their com- 
munities. 

Communal property had been destroyed in many 
of the greatest communities, but they were making 
a mantful attempt to reorganise themscives. But 
they had not the ordinary requisites of religious life. 

He described the miserable plight of the refugces 
whom he had seen and said he questioned’ whether 
he had seen'a single child while he was there who 
was not an orphan. 

“ Wherever you g° throughout Italy.” said Dr. 
Roth, “ the Jews only

HIGHER EDUCATION CENTRE 


A meeting of the Advisory Council of the Jewish 
Higher Education Centre was held at Woburn 
House, with the Rev. I. Goldston in the chair. 

Dr. I. Fishman, Deputy Education Officer, 
announcing arrangements for the session [which 
commenced a week ago} said that the Preparatory 
Class, which formerly met on Sunday mornings only, 
would be reorganised. It was suggested that two 


‘lecturers be appointed and that the meetings take 


place on Sunday mornings and one weck-day after- 
noon. In order to attract the best type of student, 
it was proposed to offer 20 grants of £15 cach for 
ove year to suitable applicants—preferably secondary 
school pupils of 15-17, who would undertake to train 
to become Hebrew teachers. Three to four years 
would be necessary to bring the training up to the 
required diploma standard. 

The Council approved the proposals. 

Reporting on the results of the Central Examining 
Board examinations held in March, Dr. Fishman 
said that all the eight candidates from the J.H.E.C. 
had been successful. 

It was decided to resume the public lectures. These 
would be: given alternately in English and Hebrew, 
and it was hoped to arrange for the opening English 
lecture to be given in October. The first Hebrew 
lecture by Dr. Nathan Moris would take place in 
November. 

It was agreed to award Miss S. Strizower, who is 
preparing or Diploma A, a second year studentship 
of £590. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


One of the most interesting branches of the work 
of the London Chamber of Commerce is that con- 
ducted by its Commercial Education Department, 
and the- booklet. it issues, “ Regulations and 
Syllabus of Examinations” (price 6d., from the 
office of the department, 69, Cannon Street, 
London, E.C.4), gives evidence of the wide scope 
that exists for qualifying in business subjecis. The 
Department works in active co-operation with the 
most important organisations in the counrty con- 
cerned with commercial and technical tducation, 
and there are several hundred local centres through- 
out the country which work in conjunction with it. 
Students may sit for single subject certificates, for 

roup diplomas, or for the School Certificate in 
Counmmesuial Education, and there are a fiumber of 
scholarships, prizes, and medals awarded each year. 
Examinations. are open to students of any 
nationality. The Chamber also holds special exam- 
inations for entrance to and promotion in the City 
of London Police and the Port of London 
Authority, ana for entrance to banks and insurance 
companies. There are four series of examinations; 
those for winter, 1946, are from February 4 to 
February 19 (latest date for entry, January 7); 
spring, May 6 to June 7 (latest entry, April 1); 
summer, July 1 to July 17 (latest entry, June 3); 
and autumn, November 4 to November 19 (latest 
entry, October 7) It is of interest to note that 
Modern Hebrew is among the subjects which can 
be taken, in all grades, the examiner being Dr. 
Menahem Mansoor.

Youth Clubs 


HE annual conference held lately in London 
of the National Association of Girls’ Clubs and 
Mixed Clubs considered a varied and ambitious 

programme of work for the coming year. The 
Association aims at providing enough clubs for the 
younger generation and for young men and women 
returning from the Forces, and at equipping houses 
as holiday club houses, with a central national club 
house in London. 

The Association for British Youth was represented 
at the Lord Mayor's reception by its Chairman, Dr. 
israel Feldman, and its Secretary, Mr. David Mel- 
lows; Miss Nettie Adler, L.C.C., a lifelong worker 
for the Jewish Girls’ Club Movement and kindred 
associations, Was also a guest. 

The development of this National 
during the years since the beginning of the war is 
both interesting and illuminating. store the war 
ijt was an association of girls’ clubs and nothing 
more. But in 1940, when the enemy's air attacks 
began to extend, the young people who took refuge 
in the shelters Curing those long autumn and winter 
nights began to organise themselves not merely as 
girls’ clubs but as mixed clubs also, where both 
boys and girls could enjoy social entertainment. 
educational interests, and even specific vocational 
training: Before the war; the Association of Girls’ 
Clubs was a subsidiary movement to the boys’ clubs: 
Now it leads the club movement in this country, 
and is in fact the moving spirit in the whole far- 
reaching social and educational effort. 

There are other reasons besides the recurring 
blitzes which led to this development... The young 
men of club age gradually became absorbed into 
training organisations for the Army, Navy, or Air 
Force, thus leaving for the clubs a much smaller 
proportion Of boys than girls. And the thorny 
question of whether clubs should be mixed or not 
was settled by the — of the need for providing 
social and recreational facilities for war workers, 
who were inevitably of both sexes. Thus the mixed 
clubs were accepied as part of the National Associa- 
tion of Girls’ Clubs. ) 


A Different Approach 


Association 


With this development there has come about a 
very different approach to the club movement on 
the part. of those who direct it. Lord Woolton, in 
an address to the conference, stressed the need for 
positive rather than negative attitudes. The notion 
which animated the earliest club workers, that the 
club existed to keep young people out of mischief, 
has been definitely replaced .by a healthier atmos- 
phere of co-operative endeavour. One has only to 
read that extremely useful and informative manual 
of club history by the Hon. Lily Montagu, “* My 
Club and I,” which forms a chronicle of the West 
Central Girls’ Club, to understand how the whole 
purpose and meaning of the youth club has come 
to be changed out of all recognition. 

When Miss Montagu and her sister went forth 
from the shelter of their Victorian home to help 
young women whom economic necessity drove into 
a very harsh labour market, conditions of work for 


the young were as different from those obtaining . 


to-day as is the modern aeroplane from the early 
railway engine. There was then more need of 
moral, educational, and matcrial ae for nearly 
every girl compelled to earn her own living. To-day 
young people are cared for by a complicated system 
of social control, their hours of labour and con- 
ditions of work. are supervised, and the chance of 
exploitation by reason of their youth is almost non- 
existent. 

Nevertheless, there is a gréat and prowing need 
to care for the. spiritual welfare of the young wor- 
ker, and to provide boys and girls with facilities 
for usefully employing their leisure hours. Homes, 
if they are less straitened by poverty, have been 
more seriously undermined by the influence of two 
terrible wars. Standards of conduct are far -less 
rigidly maintained. So the prospect for useful work 
by the clubs increases, although, as Lord Woolton 
insifd, it must be performed by methods very 
different from those which.set out quite frankly to 
rescue the young from temptation. 3 

In this connection, the new development of the 
mixed club can play an important part, but at the 
same time there are pitfalls to beware of. . For, 
while boys and girls may be depended on to get the 
very best out of their association in the mixed 
club, the organisation of such a club, where there 
are both. men and women leaders, is not so easy. 
It has been found in practice that the direction cf 
men by women, and women by men, entails psycho- 


logical and practical difficulties that require the most 


careiul consideration. And unless there is_har- 
mon:ous direction no club can hope to function 
efficiently.

SCOOPS ? 


As all the world knows just now, Palestine and 
the Jews are front-page news everywhere, and it 
iS Most illuminating to see how the various news- 
papers—most of them, alas, with only a rudi- 
mentary knowledge or understanding of the issues 
involved—treat the reports they receive. One 
London Sunday paper, for instance, seemed quite 
unaware of the fact that the Transjordan Frontier 
Force is composed of Arab soldiers, and it there- 
fore headlined its account of the Kfar Giladi 
imcident with “ British Fire on Jews (my italics). 
The T.J.F.F., it is true, has British officers, so that 
there is good reason for the bitter verse of A. Abra- 
hams on this incident printed on this page, below 


But there was an extraordinary lapse—or was it 
an unsuspected letting of a cat out of a bag?—by 
the Dairy Mair last Friday, which front-paged a 
press conference with the Arab League Genera! 
Secretary, Azzam Bey (in which, by the way, that 
gentieman made blood-curdling threats interlarded 
with some downright falsehoods about the Jews). 
Accompanying the report was a map of Palestine, 
which bore no caption or explanatory matter— 
its OWn contents, for it showed what is 
presumably someone's “ inspired.” idea of the par- 
litioning of that country. The northern section, 
to ‘well below Haifa, is. marked ‘* Mandated 
Territory"; sweeping. down. below it and round 
Jerusalem, as far down as Gaza, is a- large part 
labelled “ Arab State *; from the middle or so 
of the Dead Sea and taking in the Negev, again 
occurs “ Mandated Territory”: and the -same 
legend appears on an enclave stretching from 
Jerusalem to the sea near Jaffa. Where do the Jews 
and the Jewish National Home come in, you ask. 
Well, there are two “ Jewish States’ marked out 
on the sea coast. One begins about five miles below 
Haifa, is 25 miles or so long and about 10 miles 
wide, and ends up at Tel-Aviv: and the other, 
south of Jaffa, is shown about ten square miles in 
extent! 


SABBATH “IN” AT.3.30 


The ending of Summer Time last Sunday and 
the restoration of Greenwich Time as the normal 
after nearly six years, will mean that a number of 
Sabbaths, from Friday, November 16, this year, 
until Friday, January 4, 1946, will begin at the 
early hour of 3.30 p.m. The last time that, Sabbath 


‘ began at. 3.30 in Britain was on Friday, January 5, 


1940. The earliest time that the Sabbath. will now 
end will be 4.39—on December 8 and 15. It was 
in February, 1940, that the Government enforced 
Summer Time, earlier than usual, as a war-time 
measure, and it has been in force continuously 
until last Sunday, with Double Summer Time for a 
long period during the years 1941-45. Thus, in the 
summer months, when the.clock was two hours 
forward, the Sabbath was fixed by common consent!

ODEON THEATRES 


Success of British Films. 


The eighth annual general meeting of Odeon Theatres, 
Ltd.. was held on October 10, in London. Mr. J. Arthur 
Rank (the Chairman), presiding. 

The following is an extract from his statement circulated 
with the report and accounts :— 

The consolidated’ profit and loss account shows a trading 
profit of £2,442,427, a decline compared with the previous 
year of £373,503. This reduction in trading profit is due 
to the decrease in attendances in the London and Home 
Counties area during the period when the country was being 
subjected to heavy attacks by flying and rocket bombs. 
After the cessation of these attacks, attendances began to 
improve and, since the close of the financial year, the takings 
show an increase over the corresponding iod, not. only 
of last year, but of 1943, when the attacks from the air were 
relatively slight. 

Taking the figures of Odeon Theatres Ltd., alone, they 
show that a .rading profit has been earned (after charging 
E.P.T. ot £868,011 to its companies) of £1,048,506. 
There falls to be charged against this directors’ and debenture 
holders’ trustees’ fees, interest and air raid precaution expendi- 
ture, in all amounting to £152,125, leaving a net trading 
profit of £896,381. The directors recommend a dividend 
on the Ordinary shares of 25 per cent. less income-tax. 


LITTLE ENEMY DAMAGE 


We have been fortunate in that few of our properties have 
We have had five theatres 
totally destroyed, in addition to which there are four theatres 


closed owing to serious damage, where unfortunately we 
cannot, at the presen’ time, secure the Necessary permits to 
obtain the materials to carry out thei repair. 


Our function 
and duty is to present entertainment to the public under the 
best conditions in the best possible manner, and I am happy 
to say that, regardless of the horrors which occurred during 
the day and night, our theatres have remained open in evg¢ry 
part of the country throughout the whole of the war years, 
and on occasion staff have made stupendous efforts to carry 
out temporary repairs to a building which has been damaged 
overnight, to ensure that it opened on time. a 

We have collected, on behalf of various war charities, 
without any charge to such charities, in cxcess of £450,000, 
and, with the help of the public, 540,000 periodicals .which 
have been handed over to the various welfare organisations 
of the Services. The theatres have been made available for 
lectures and film screening for the training of troops. We 
feel we can say, therefore, that within our own field we have 
played our part in the great efforts which have been made by 
all during the last six years. 

The war years have been very difficult ones, and the 
demands of war service have denuded the staff very seriously, 
consequently throwing an additional burden on those who 
have remained. 1 hope they will soon enjoy some relief: 
from their excessive labours by the carly return of a large 
proportion of the 1,500 members on war service, whom we 
shall be delighted to welcome back. We have reduced the 
working hours of all staff, in particular those of managers. 
We hope to be able to improve the working conditions stl! 
further, both as to hours and further facilities for letsure, 


- but we cannot put any new schemes into operation until we 


can recruit additional man-power. which we hope will be 
in the near future 


BRITISH FILM PRODUCTION 


i have told you, m the statements | have sent to yOu sunce 
i became chairman of this group, that in my Opinion it was 
essential that there should be a sound film production 
industry in this country, not only in order to protect the 
activities of this company but for the good of the nation as 
a whole. I told you, further, that it was my intention to do 
all within my power to help to create and organise such an 
industry and that your company would take an active part 
in its development by ensuring (during the time when stars, 
new development in technique, etc., were becoming familiar- 
ised to the public) an immediate outlet for the product from 
the studios. We have made great progress im the last two 
or three years, in making pictures in the British studios, 


and while having British flavour and characteristics, they . 


are, at the same time, of high entertainment value and have 
been great box office successes. The ehict of these films 
which have been played during the last twelve months are , 
The Way Abead, This Happy Breed, Don't Take it to Heart, 
Waterloo Road, Blithe Spirit, A Place of One's Own, They 
Were Sisters, and The Way to the Stars. ! do feel thai I 
should make special mention of Henry V, a subject which 
required great courage to produce, not only’ from the point 
of view that it was-not automatically of accepted public 
entertainment valuc, but also a large scale production which 
is always very difficult under war conditions in our studios 
with their shortage of man-power and materials. 1 am happ) 
to say that this production of Two Cities Filnis Lid., pro- 
duced by Mr. Laurence Olivier, is one of the finest ever to 
be seen on the screen, which view is being endorsed by the 
“reat reception it is having in our theatres. 

The results from all these films have been most encouraging, 
‘or the amounts they have taken at the box office have been 
equal to, and in-‘many cases exceeded; those of the product 
which we get from our Hollywood competitors. the films 
are playing also in many parts of the world, including india, 
Australia, New Zealand, €anada and China. The supply 
of this product to your company has been of material benefit 
to it and justifies the policy decided upon by your directors 
some two or three years ago, as apart from the prestige 
these films give the theatres in which they play, they have 
helped to ensure an adequate supply and avoided the necessity 
of buying in a market in short supply, which would have 
resulted in the possibility of film hire rising to an uneconom- 
ical figure. This latter tendency has, in fact, been noticeable, 
but we have been able to keep it under reasonable control. 


-ONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE 


i have tried, in this statement, <o give you a briet resume 
of our activities during the war years, and to show that 
we are fully alive to the necessity of keeping abreast with 
all the new developments and innovations and ensuring 
that an adequate supply of. films and equipment ts made 
available to your theaffes.. I am satisfied that under the 
established and stable management by which your conipany 
is Operated. it can look forward to the future with quict 
conhdence. 

l have already told you that there s a tig demand for 


British films in all parts of the world, and apart from the: 


money they will earn, there is their immense prestige Valuc, 
yet our film production activities at the present time are 
severely curtailed owing to the number of the studios in this 
country which still are commandeered and labour and equip- 
ment not being released for their full operation. We cannot 
afford to give our American competitors any start, for at 
the beginning of the war they were far ahead of us in the 
markets of the world. They have not had their studios com- 
mandeered and have not been slow to commence their 
drive to recover their markets which they lost during the 
war. . If we are to catch up with them we must be given 
back our studios and equipment with an adequate supply of 
labour. Moreover, with improved facilities for travelling, 
the prospect of an increased number of visitors to this 
country must be envisaged and encouraged. Facilities for 
their entertainment must be provided if this encouragement 
is to be successful, thereby helping to obtain considerable 
amounts of foreign currency. Activity, therefore, for the 
home market is. equally vital and the home market can, 
moreover, provide the foundation of a strong export trade.
